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Hospital Case Is 
Thrown From Court 
By Judge McDowell 


Judge Henry Clay McDowell in the 


United States court this morning dis- 
missed the suit instituted by "W H. 
Kirks, administrator for Mrs Estelle 
Kirks, who sought to lecovejr the sum 
of 510.000 from Edmunds Hospital, 
Dr Julian M Robinson and Dr L O 
Grumpier, following the death of Mrs 
Kirks 


Late yesterday evening- counsel for 


the defense submitted a demurrer to 
the declaration and all the allega- 
tions it sets forth and the court list- 
ened to arguments taking the matter 
under advisement 
This morning he 


presented a written order throwing 
the case out of court and saddling the 
costs on the plaintiff. 


The suit was filed several weeks 
aso. the papers served on the defen- 
dants being the first word of intend- 
ed litigation. 
The three defendants 


were held responsible by Kirks for 
the death of his wife.

NEW LIFE IS SHOWN BY 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS IN 


DISCUSSION YESTERDA Y 


(By The" Associated Press) 


GENEVA, Sept. 17—The machin- 


ery of the League of Nations whirled 
today a never before. The delegates 
attacked problems of vast Interest and 
the council of the League In a note- 
worthy public session frankly debated 
the question of Italy's .refusal to rec- 
ognize the competency of the League 
in the Greco-Italian crisis. 


The famous article X of the cove- 


nant, which was the main subject of 
debate in the United States Senate 
•when the question of American ad- 
herence was before 
the 
American 


public, furnished renewed interest be- 
fore the commission on amendments 
to the covenant when Senor Alvarez, 
the Chilean 
diplomat. 
presented a 


powerful defense of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, which he declared was •worth 
more to the American states 
than 
Article X of the covenant ever could 
be. And this was so, he emphasized, 
because the American national and 
military forces stood ready to enforce 
this doctrine, which forba.de any state 
from interfering in a local sense m 
the affairs of the American continent. 
There occurred a lively discussion 


on the question of the proposed pact 
for mutual assistance which the com- 
mission on the reduction of arma- 
ments will later submit to the assem- 
bly. It is a project aimed at the pre- 
vention of war. 


No decision was taken today on the 


ssue of the competency of the cov- 
enant. which Italy had defied. Signer 
Salandra asked for time in which to 
reply but Lord Robert Cecil, while 
nsisting that this question must be 
<=e:tied to avoid a future misunder- 


standing, declared 
he 
wanted 
the 


world to know that the council had 
fulfilled its full duty in the Italian af- 
fair. It had not rushed in madly, in- 
sisting on the League's right of in- 
tervention, but had calmly, In observ- 
ance of the fundamental aim of the 
covenant, collaborated with, the coun- 
cil of ambassadors and had secured 
an amicable settlement of the con- 
flict. 


Chile's support of the Monroe Doc- 


trine came when the sub-committee 
presented a resolution founded on the 
Canadian amendment and calculated 
to interpret precisely the celebrated 
Article X which the Venezeulan dele- 
gates said during the course-'of the 
debate constituted the real 
reason 


why the United States enate did' not 
subscribe to the league covenant. 


There were many 
references 
to 


former President 
"Wilson 
and the 


United States during this discussion. 
The French delegates asked that all 
haste slowly as he seemed Article X 
the heart of the 
covenant 
which 


should be changed, if at all, with the 
greatest care. 


Today's consideration of the pact 


of mutual assistance was devoted to 
Article VI which authorized regional 
alliances between states as a feature 
of the general guarantee pact. Italy 
opposed such local alliances and Jap- 
an was hostile to them, unless they 
were strictly defensive in character. 
M. Matsuda said they tended to cre- 
ate international distrust: rendering 
impossible military 
reductions 
and 


struck a severe blow at the authority 
of the League, because they diminsh"- 
ed confidence in the League pacific 
mission. No action was taken on tne 
question.

TOKIO. Sept. 17.—In a statement 


addressed to the whole nation, Pre- 
mier Yamamoto reviews the catas- 
trophe which devastated five prefec- 
tures, cost thousands 
of lives and 


rendered millions of people homeless. 
He congratulated the nation on Its 
presence of mind in the fact of its 
moat terrible calamity and declares 
that although there were some in- 
stances to the contrary, peace 
and 


order were generally well maintained. 


The statement expresses the deep 


sense of gratitude on the part of the 
government and the people of Japan 
for the sympathy and practical help 
forthcoming from foreign nations. 


The premier declares that the re- 


contruction of the capital will be a 
real test to the resourcefulness of the 
Japanese and that it will require the 
efforts of the whole country to create 
something better and greater 
than 


the former city. With that aim the 
government has assembled the best 
available wisdom of the country in 
the form ot a. reconstruction commis- 
sion, the members of which will have 
the rank of cabinet ministers. 


It is understood that Baron Ijuin 


Is to be appointed minister of for- 
eign affairs. H6 served as ambassa- 
dor to Rome from 1916 to 1920 and 
was created a peer in recognition of 
his work as one of the Japanese peace 
envoys in 1918. 


Imperial residences have been as- 


signed to those embassies and lega- 
tions whose quarters were burned or 
seriously damaged. 
Prince Take-da's 


house has been placed at the disposal 
of the American ambassador.

Will Require Five 


Years To Rebuild 


Two Japan Cities 


(By The Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON', D. C., Sept. 17. — 


To lay the foundations of the new 
cities of Tokio and Yokohama will re- 
quire five years and from 10 to 13 
years will be necessary to complete 
their reconstruction, according to esti- 
mates based on reports received here 
from Japanese sources. 


An approximation of the losses sus- 


tained from temblors, tidal waves, 
and 
conflagrations throughout 
the 


stricken area of Japan, comprising a 
sweep of territory extending 100 miles 
from north to south and 200 miles 
from east to west places the figrure at 
52,000,000,000. 
This area is one of 


the most densely populated in Japan, 
supporting 
15,000,000 people, more 


than one-fourth the entire inhabitants 
of Japan. 
The 1921 census showed 


the population of the country to be 
55,900,000. 


Despite reassuring reports from To- 


kio in respect of the early restoratior 
of normal conditions, it is conceived 
here to be impossible to provide em- 
ployment for the millions made idle 
by the disaster for several months to 
come, and in the meantime more than 
a million people, rendered absolutely 
destitute by the calamity, must sub- 
sist upon the charity of .their own 
country and of the world. 


An element in the situation which iS 


giving rise- to much speculation is its 
political phase. 
A toll as heavy as 


would be taken in a great war nas 
been the cost to Japan of the success- 
ive blows of earthquake, floods and 
fires on September 1. It is recognized 
that the necessities of the case will 
compel the Japanese government as 
well as the whole Japanese people, to 
devote all their energies and their re- 
sources to the tasks of relief and 're- 
construction. 
It is believed that at

Danville bats hammered out in the 
fifth it was a silent lot of Pariot back- 
ers.

FLOWING DESPITE 
AGENTS' ACTIVITY 


(By Chicaco Tribune Service.) 


CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—Despite the 


"fforts of federal prohibition forces 
>nd the Chicago police force, the sup- 
V.y of booze, chiefly beer, has 
not 


:>een shut off or even diminished. The 
3eer Industry alone in Chicago has 
been developed te sales of almost 
>30,000,000 a year and where there is 
this much money the business will 
jontinne. 


At the same time Mayor De-ver at- 


tempted to clamp down the lid, the 
Chicago breweries were putting out 
13,000 barrels of 
real 
beer 
every 


week. At $30 a barrel, which was the 
lowest figure, that meant a business 
of S540.000 a month, or sales at the 
rate of $28,000,000 a. year. 


On every barrel put out there was 


$10 graft, this sum being collected 
regularly at the source. 
This slush 


fund of $180,000 a week or J10.000,- 
000 a year was big enough to brine 
in powerful politicians, police 
offic- 


ials, all of the 
crooked 
attorneys 


needs, gangs of sluggers to gener- 
ally "grease" the way for the illegal 
traffic. 


Although policemen are stationed 


at every brewery, they are constant- 
ly trickled. 
They are permitted 
to 


seize truckloads of what appears to be 
beer, and while they are conducting 
their "catch" to the nearest station, 
other trucks, carrying the real stuff, 
slip out and distribute.

the seized beer invariably shows it is 
of legal content and that it was made 
up TO be seized.
